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Law and Law Enforcement. 


On more Ihau one occasion this paper Iws commenled upon 


the gro\ving tendency to multiply lays, and to laxness in the 
enforcement of many of them. 
Ail who have given any 


thought to the subject are aware that-,there are many laws 
which are seldom or never enforced, and they should be aware 
that this is not a healthful condition. 
It is a condition that 


breeds disrespect'for law, which is a bad thing for any people 
that professes to be governed by law. 


And this paper is not alone Jn regarding this1 matter as one 


of/serious consequence. 
Other papers and leading men arc 


noting the condition with concern. The Minneapolis Journal 
recently had something'to say on the subject, and in Ihe course 
of its comment it quoted-lSlibu Root, one of the leading law- 
yers of the country, as saying that "the real reason for criti- 
cism of the courts is not that the people have lost faith in the 
courts or confidence \i\ our judges, but that they have come to 
where they want less and less to,,j)e bound by law." 


In certain minor respects this,is undoubtedly true. 
'1 here 


are so many laws alTecling the siifajl affairs of the people, laws 
which are considered foolish am uncalled foi', that people 
chafe under the restrictions such laws would impose, and to 
a large extent ignore them. This is done in many cases with 
the knowledge of officers of the law. Laws thus treated be- 
come dead letters except when invoked through spile or under 
other special circumstances, and cannot be'expected to com- 
mand the.respect of the public. 


Another thing which has :i bad effect on the public mind-is 


the delay in enforcing the law in important cases. 
In many 


murder cases it takes two or three trials, and sometimes as 
many years, to reach a final decision. Technicalities and ap- 
peals are resorted lo until the public is disgusted and many of 
the best-inlenlioned people come to have less respect for the 
law ihanThey'would have under different conditions. 


Mr, Root says there should be fewer laws rather Uian more, 


and the correctness oNhat view is beyond question. With 
fewer laws better enforced there would be a sounder public 
sentiment with reference to law and less disposition to violate 
the laws. Mr. Root is right when he says the people have not 
lost faith in"the courts and judges, but they certainly have lost 
faith in some of the methods employed to secure justice 
through the medium of the courts. 


Yet this can hardly account for such lawlessness as is mani- 


fested in connection with race riols':ahd strikes. That smacks 
more of a'reversion to savagery, a'de'libcrale defiance of auth- 
ority, something to be dealt with in the sternest manner. But 
when defiance of law to any extent is winked al, the habit, like 
other habits, grows until the lime and occasion come when 
there isserious.trouble, Ihe kind ofiwhich the country has had 
too many exhibitions of late. 


There should be a more general recognition of the impor- 


tance of'strict law enforcement. 
If legislators expected the 


laws to be rigidly enforced they would be more careful in 
placing them on the statute books, and the country would be 
the betler for it.
